37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant called the examiner to discuss the claim language and 
the examiner agreed that Tulinius does not specifically disclose the language directed to selecting the chord length. 
However, the examiner was not entirely convinced that the claim language defined around the prior art. The examiner 
argued that (1) the lengths of the device are predetermined by an engineer and (2) the limitations concerning why the 
specific length was chosen are functional in nature. The applicant disagreed. The examiner then asserted that - 
should the applicant convince the office that the steps for determining chord length do carry patentable weight, the 
examiner would reject those lengths as being obvious (see In re Boeson, 617 F. 2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 
1980)) 
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
